Ike, Nikita Succeed 
Above Expectations 


Results of the discussions between 
President Eisenhower and Nikita Khru- 
shchev were by no means in the category 
of the mountain laboring and bringing 
forth a mouse. 


The attainments In agreement were 
beyond expectations. 


It first must be kept in mind that 
there was to be no negotiations on issues. 


Therefore, to have both men affirm 
, that all pending international problems 
-— including the blazing Berlin issue — 
should be settled not by application of 
force, but by peaceful means through 
negotiations can, and may be, a sensa- 
tional achievement. It implies compro- 
mises. 


There was a specific agreement on 
Berlin. Subject to the approval of the 
other countries involved, (and this, of 
course, includes East Germany) formal 
negotiations will be reopened in an ef- 
fort to reach a settlement in accordance 
with the interests of all concerned and 
in the interests of maintenance of peace. 


Americans should understand that be- 
hind this diplomatic language, of neces- 
sity vague since others are concerned, 
lies a tacit U.S. agreement to accept a 
negotiated settlement which includes 
East German participation. This, we must 
comprehend in seeking to read behind 
the lines, surely means that the hoped- 
for settlement will more or less main- 
tain the status quo with guarantees of 
allied rights in West Berlin and clearly 
established access routes into it through 
East Germany. 


Also agreed to is an East-West sum- 
mit meeting. 


We are happy the President will not 
go to Russia for his return visit before 
the spring of 1960. To have gone in late 
October, as planned, would have pro- 
duced another orgy of publicity and 
speculation. This would have done much 
harm, and little good. The summit meet- 
ing may well come before he goes to 
Moscow. We trust it does. 


Meanwhile, we cannot do other than 
offer congratulations to both negotiators. 
The reasoning man must admit they ac- 
complished more than was anticipated. 
And the reasoning man must also admit 
that Premier Khrushchev brought to the 
meeting either more need, or more sin- 
cerity, than was anticipated. 


Peace is not here. But the prospect of 
war recedes. 


Mr. President and Mr. Premier—we 
salute you with appreciation. 


It Is Good Business 
To Help Out Education 


Success of the joint Georgia Tech- 
University of Georgia Development Fund, 
through which business and industry are 
being given an opportunity to further 
their own interests by supporting high- 
er education, is most gratifying. 


Business and industrial firms must de- 
pend increasingly upon development of 
brainpower in today’s competitive, 
scientific world. And as a study recently 
by Dr. John Fulmer of Georgia Tech con- 
clusively proves, per capita incomes and 
purchasing power are in direct propor- 
tion to the educational level of the 
people. 


On both counts, business and indus- 
try have heavy stakes in improving edu- 
cational opportunities and in developing 
leadership and skills in all fields, 


Georgia has come a long way in sup- 
port of public education at the state 
level. Approximately 53 per cent of the 
entire state budget goes to elementary 
and secondary schools and to the Uni- 
versity System, perhaps the highest per- 
centage in the nation. But units of the 
system find it more and more difficult 
to hold topflight professors because of 
salary competition. 


Funds donated by business and in- 
dustrial firms through this development 
program are divided on a 50-50 basis 
between Georgia and Tech through their 
respective foundations 
teacher salaries. This year 310 firms have 
contributed more than $170,000. 


This is a good record. It can be bet- 
tered. For one thing, there seems to be a 
reluctance to participate which is not 
justified on the part of the majority of 
national concerns operating in Georgia. 
Most firms now contributing are local 
enterprises. 


All Georgians appreciate the fact that 
outside capital has been of great assist- 
ance in mutual development of economic 
opportunities. But it seems to us to be 
just as much in the interest of these 
firms domiciled elsewhere but doing busi- 


to supplement: 


ness in Georgia to support improved 
higher education as it is for local firms 
to do so. 


After all, they both rely—as pointed 
out by C. E. Thwaite, chairman of the 
board of the Trust Company of Georgia 
in a story in yesterday’s Journal-Con- 
stitution—on the resources of these in- 
stitutions and those of the whole state. 


We feel it is good business for both 
local and out-of-state firms to help with 
this educational program. Economic de- 
velopment is not a matter of state or 
county lines but it is heavily dependent 
upon education. There’s plenty of oppor- 
tunity in Georgia for both.

Parents Can Help Curb 
Traffic in Mailed Filth 


Peddling of pornography by mail is 
bad enough in itself but when such 
sales are aimed at teen-agers, as is the 
case, the situation becomes utterly in- 
tolerable. 


Many Georgia mothers, along with 
the Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, are deeply concerned about the 
filth being mailed to youths. 


So are postal authorities who long 
have worked at curbing the despicable 
traffic. But indications are: that it is 
growing. 


Atlanta Postmaster Burl F. Sanders 
says investigations disclose that many 
children in this area are being carried 
unwittingly on lists used by mail-order 
houses to solicit sales of lewd material. 


Their names and addresses have been 
obtained in underhanded methods that 
can be expected from racketeers in 
pornography who prey on the minds of 
youths in order to feather their own 
sink holes. 


Parents can help curb the traffit. 
One way is to exercise every possible 
influence to prevent trashy material 
from being ordered. 


But if some does bob up in the home, 
whether it was ordered or unordered, 
turn it and the envelope it arrived in 
to your local postmaster. Government 
authorities are quite willing to investi- 
gate such incidents in furthering their 
campaign to slap curbs on the use of 
the mails to peddle lascivious pictures 
and writings.

Mayor’s Generous Offer 


Should Be Last One 


Mayor Hartsfield’s eagerness to get 
construction under way on the Techwood 
viaduct as quickly as possible is easy to 
understand. The entire metropolitan 
community feels the same way. 


Nevertheless, his offer to pay the 
Southern Railway System and the At- 
lanta Terminal Co. a total of $110,000 to 
settle their exorbitant claims against the 
city is taking considerable liberty with 
the taxpayers’ funds. It is more than 
generous. It could be setting a precedent, 
however, which could be extremely costly 
on all future construction. 


But the railroad and terminal do 
present a good case for themselves. Even 
so, they still appear to disregard the fact 
that building this viaduct will add great- 
ly to value of railroad properties. It is a 
public improvement born of public ne- 
cessity which directly will benefit these 
private concerns. That is why their atti- 
tude seems so unreasonable. 


However, the mayor has made his 
offer in the interest of speeding up the 
project. He will meet with railroad offi- 
cials again today. If it is not accepted, 
court actions should begin immediately 
to clear the obstructions. Further hag- 
gling would appear to be useless. 


As far as Fulton County and the 
Hunter street project are concerned, the 
attitude of the Central of Georgia is even 
more unreasonable. The county cannot 
afford to meet even a small part of these 
outlandish demands. In -this case, too, 
there seems little reason to haggle fur- 
ther. Let court action be speedy and 
thorough.

In this dream, the proprietors 
of our government in Washington 
suddenly realized that for the 
first time in a long, long time, 
the American people were losing 
their confidence in this missile 
age. Why? 

Nikita Sergeyevich Khrushchev 
was why. 

As the shrewd old politician 
talked of growing corn and mak- 
ing peace, he also talked of the 
enormous Soviet missiles which 
could carry a pennant across 
space and hang it on the moon. 
Like all politicians, Mr. Khru- 
shchev comes from the precincts, 
and these are the great human 
laboratories. 

So, he knew what the people, 
any people, could understand 
qugey and he knew the Ameri- 

people could .quickly under- 
stand that if you can shoot a 
missile to the moon from the 
Urals, then you can also shoot a 
missile to New York City, Los 
Angeles, Chicago or Washington. 

Now, our proprietors of gov- 
ernment decided that it was not 
a very good thing for people in a 
republic to lose their confidence. 

So, Mr. Eisenhower himself 
called a press conference. He 
said he certainly agreed with Mr. 
Khrushchev that the world would 
commit suicide if someone shot 
an intercontinental ballistics mis- 
sile at someone else. 

Because, Mr. Eisenhower went 
on, we can fire an ICBM with a 
nuclear war-head and hit Mos- 
cow. Or a suburb of Moscow. It 
doesn't matter really, when you 
are using a nuclear war-head. 
Everyone is going to be dead 
anyway. 

Mr. Eisenhower explained . the 
technical difference between hit- 
ting the moon and hitting Moscow 
or New York City. One must 
have a larger missile to strike 
the moon and the Soviets have a 
larger missile. < 

In making missiles,- Mr. Eisen- 
hower said, the Russians made 


a huge missile because it was 
easier to make a powerful mis- 
sile in a huge casing. To explore 
space or bomb cities on earth, 
the Russians needed a huge mis- 
sile. You need the pure power to 
explore space. You need less 
power but room enough for a nu- 
clear weapon to bomb cities. 


We were fortunate, Mr. Eisen- 
hower went on, to be sophisticat- 
ed in being able to pack a great 
amount of nuclear energy into a 
small space. Hence, we did not 
need a large missile to shoot at 
Moscow. And smaller missiles 
are cheaper, take less materials 
needed for other goods in the so- 
ciety and you can make them 
faster. 

And at this very moment, we 
could fire half-way across the 
world and reduce the Soviet so- 
ciety to utter ruin. 

In this manner, Mr. Eisenhow- 
er explained that the United 
States and the Soviet Union were 
just about at a Mexican stand- 
off in military missiles.

Lippmann’s Speech 
Made News, Too 


WASHINGTON—Two men from two worlds— 
worlds that surely will never meet in mind and 
spirit though they may indeed ‘‘co-exist’’—have 


addressed the National Press Club in succession. And both have 
made significant news. The first of these was Khrushchev. He used 
this forum for his first major address to the United States in his 


strange cold war mission here. 

He spoke of power for a way of 
life based not upon compassion 
but upon an evil if highly ‘‘prac- 
tical’’ compulsion. 

The second man to appear be- 
fore the press club is a newspa- 
perman. And newspa- 
permen are not supposed to write 
about other newspapermen. But 
this speaker, too, is a public fig- 
ure — indeed a high public fig- 
ure, though he holds no office 
and never did. 

He is Walter Lippmann, the 
great commentator. He is more 
than this, really; he is a public 
institution. And so are two of 
those who sat at the head table 
with him, Arthur Krock of the 
New York Times and David 
Lawrence, whose work includes 
running the U.S. News and World 
Report and writing a syndicated 
column. 

No other profession and no oth- 
er country has three such per- 
sons as Lippmann and Lawrence 
and Krock. One may often dis- 
agree with each and all of then— 
this correspondent often does. But 
no one can escape the fact that 
they are monumental men, hard- 
ly less important to this country 
and its intellectual life than is a 
president or a famous senator. 

And because of what Lippmann 
is and because of what his life 
has been, some of the most pow- 
erful men in the United States 
were also at that luncheon to lis- 
ten. There was Vice President 
Nixon. There were members of

the cabinet. There were men from 
Congress. And there were the 
principal figures of Washington's 
principal papers, Benjamin Mc- 
Kelway of the Star and Philip 
Graham of the Post. 

What, then, did Lippmann say? 
He made no great headlines it is 
true. Nor did he disclose in Jovian 
majesty any plan for saving the 
world, or any part of it. But what 
he did do and say was to offer 
a personality that has enriched 
our times and a message of value. 

Khrushchev had made this hot 
and smoky room at the press 
club ring with challenge and with 
the strong hint of danger. Lipp- 
mann did not make it ring at all. 
He filled it, instead, with the se- 
renity of his age — he is now 
70 and this was the occasion for 
honoring him — and with the 
depth of his free philosophy. He 
made it clear, without seeming 
at all to try to do anything of 
the kind, that there is still hope 
for the West, for all of us in this 
era of peril to mankind. 

And one other thing he made 
clear — and this, certainly, with- 
out the slightest intention to do so. 

He made it clear by his thought 
and presence that the older gen- 
eration, in newspaper work as 


perhaps in all else, has some- 
thing rarely found among the 
newer men, This is a peculiar, a 
special, a living faith that at the 
very end the best in our coun- 
will yet

About two hours later, Wright 
showed up at the home of Billy 
Roberts three-fourths of a mile 
away and asked Roberts to call 
the sheriff. 


When Wright surrendered, he 


turned over to deputies a .22 auto- 
matic rifle and a box of shells. 
The sheriff said the girl appar- 
ently went into hiding with her 
father because “‘they always went 
everywhere together.” 


Laborer Gives Up 
In 19-Bullet Slaying 


Besides Hellan, Wright has five 
other children. 

Before the Tuesday night slay- 
ing, Wright had sworn out a war- 
rant against Hughes, charging 
him with being a “peeping Tom.” 
Hughes’ body was found slumped 
behind the wheel of his truck 
about 400 yards from Wright's 
house.

for my choice. 


“I feel and suffer the encroachments of the paper box. I think 
they are an invasion of the devil. designed to divert us from 
serious thinking. No one can think so well and so deeply as the 
amateur whittler.”’ 


Here’s Mr. Ingram’s substitute for the wooden box: ‘In 
Georgia we have millions of pine thickets and on the lower parts 
of the bushes are gillions of dead limbs. Break off an arm full of 
these dead limbs, sharpen your knife and try them out. You will 
cease to mourn the passing of the white pine box. I am now ad- 
dressing the amateurs.
